2. DEVETOPMHN I 

2.1 rntpoduetion of the Comptinies Bill, 1997 

The roost important .nvJ significaiu devclopiiicn: during Ihe 
year from the angle of Company Secretaries professioir was 
the introduction of the Companies Bill, 1997 on August 14, 
1997 in Rajya Sabha. The Government after con.sidering 
the rep'esentations made by the Institute on the Working 
Draft of the Companies Bill has provided for compulsory 
appointment of 'whole-time secretary by every listed com¬ 
pany, as well as by every unlisted public company having 
a paid up share capital of rupees one ciore or more. The 
Bill further proposes to open up new vistas ol pi'ofe.ssional 
work for Company Secretaries in whole-time practice. Clause 
2.56 (.5) provides that every company not required to employ 
whole 'tfme, sectotary and having a paid up share capital of 
rupees H> lakhs or more shall attach with the Board's 
Report a cerlilicate from Secretary in Whole-time Practice 
in such form and siibicct to such conditions as may be 
prescribed ns to whether the company has complied with 
all the pi'ovisions of the Companies Act or not. For the 
first time 'he Ccntr-al Government i,v to be empowered tioder 
Clause 412 to dii'ecf Secretarial Audit by a Company Secr-c- 
tary in Pi-acticc. Clause 297 pi'v/Vides for the nppoinlmerit 
of company liquidator who may be appoinled from a panel 
of firms of Company Secretaries, .Advocates, Chartered 
Aceounfams, Cost and Works Accountants or hrm-, having 
combination of these disciplines. Clause 264 cmpowei's the 
court to issue Commission consisting of experts -to obtain 
expert opinion on any matter or for determination of any 
question relating to comiiromise, .uiaugements and lecor.s- 
Iructions. The core competency of Company Secretaries in 
corporate law.s being well i-ccogniscd, lliey can be callcil upon 
by the Conrts to rende'- ernnl opinion.

Research and Training (CCRT) being set up at Navi Mumbai 
as well as its furnishing has been completed and Is being 
given finishing touches. The Centro is now ready for 
operations and is proposed to be formally inaugurated In 
September/October, 1998. The Centre Is dedicated to the 
development of quality corporate professionals through 
education, training, consultancy, research and publications 
and would serve as a seat for higher learning in the areas 
of corporate laws, taxatqn, economic legislations, interna- 
. tional business and financial management. Besides holding 
residential and non-resldential training and professional 
development programmes, the Centre would undertake con¬ 
sultancy services and research projects on the changing needs 
of the corporate world in the days to come. 

2.13 Computerisation and E-Mail 

The first phase of computerisation covering students, 
membership and training services has 4)rendv been comple¬ 
ted. _ The Institute has also acquired B-Mall facilities. A 
website is being created to focus on the activities of the 
Institute and the various services which our members can 
render, for diseminating Information to the general public 
as well as foreign institutional investors, multi-nafloinal 
corporations, foreign corporates desiring to set up business 
in India.

..In tune with the National Policy of Education, the 
Institute introduce the Foundation Course for 10-1-2 
student* with etfect from 20th August 1993. During the 
year under report, 18983 students were admitted to tho 
Foundation Course. A total of 89783 students were ad¬ 
mitted to the course till 31-3-1998. The Foundation exami¬ 
nation-for the first time was conducted in June l994. In 
the two- sessions of Foundation examination held in June 
and December- -1997. 1640 and 1623 candidates pas.sed the 

examination- respectively. The number of Foundation Course 
students whose registraton was current as on 31-3-ISN8 
was 57219, 

11.3’ Coaching 

All the candidates adimitted to the Foundation course 
and the students registered during the year 1997-98 Were 
enrolled for undergoing Compulsory Postal Tuition and 
provided' with the study material. 39088 coaching com- 
plfctioii certificates were issued during the year and all 
the response sheets were received of Foundation, Intermediate 
and’ Fitial couisfes' were evaluated and returned to the 
students. As a' step in the direction of decentralisation of 
activities relating to the students services during the year, 
all the Regional Councils except WIRC provided the facility 
of local evaluation of response sheets for the Intermediate 
crififie.

Foundatioa Course bijlie'in. It is a bi-monthly bulletin com¬ 
menced from Januan/ 1994 onwards. The Cs Foundation 
Course bnUelin is also scut free of cost to more than 
57000 current students. 

11.6 A Guide to Company .Secretaryship—Study and E.xa- 
mination 

In order to guide the students as to how to study and" 
prepare for the Company Secretaries Examination, the 
Institute bi-ought out an exclusive publication for the students 
titled ‘A Guide to Company Secretaryship-Stud'y and Exam- 
nation'.

11. 8 Eligibility Test Scheme 

In tunc with the policy of the Institute to provide facili¬ 
ties to the students, the Institute has implemented Hligllty 
Test with effect from 1-1-1998. The highlight of the 
Scheme is thit the students can eontplefo the coaching by 
passing the qualifying test which would be held by the!

The Capital Reserve and General Rssource 
of the Fund as on 31st March, 1998.stood at Rs. 46.29 lacs 
and Rs. 11.97 lacs respectively. 

18.2 Efforts are continubig to citroll n cre number of mem¬ 
bers for the Fund. This will enable the Fund to provide 
better flnancial benefits to the members in financial distress and 
their families on account of death, prolonged illness, accident, 
etc. This Is a self Insurance measure. Lite Membership fee 
of Rs. lOtiO is exempt under Section 80-G of the Income 
Tax Act, 1961, 

19. HUMAN RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT 

19.1 The Management of the ICSI is fully aware of the 
sifiniflyance of proi^ional excellence in the most competitive 
business world of today. The ICSI recognises that HRD 
plays a key role for achieving professional excellence for 
efficient delivery of service to members, students and other 
clients in the corporate world. Keeping this in view, all 
round efforts were made for the development of human re¬ 
source of micro level through a variety of training ft deve¬ 
lopment programmes. In-house training programmes were also 
conducted apart from nomination of offleers/staff to different 
training and development prOfflwmmes being conducted by 
various external agencies.

(A) ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

1. Donations and COntrbutions by Regional Coun* 
dils Chapters.—Direct donations and contributions 
iliade by Regional Councils]Chapters towards purchase 

landlbuildings and other assets are taken to Gene- 
i4l Reserve and the funds actually utilised charged 
(Erectly to General Reserve. 

2. Fees: 

(a) Entrance fee from Associate and Fellow 
Members is directly credited to “Capital 
Reserve” when received and no accrual 
thereof is created- 

(b) Fees received from members is accounted 
for on cash basis. However fees received in 
advance is carried over as a liability. 

(c) Fees sother than registration fees, received 
from students is accounted for on cash 
basis. Registration fee received is spread 
over a period of five years since the benefit 
accrues to students for a five-year period. 

3i Iitvestments.—Investments are stated at cost. 

4. Fixed Assets: 

(a) Deprecdaticai on fixed assets is charged on 
writtenr down value basis at the following 
rates:

(b) Depreciation on additions is charged for the 
full year irrespective of dates of additions 
with no depreciation being charged in the 
year of sale. 

(c) Fixed assets, except library books, costing 
Rs. 5,000 or less are fully depreciated in 
the year of acquisition and those whose 
written down value is Rs. 250 or less at the 
beginning of the year are fully depreciated. 

(d.) Premimura paid om leasehold land is not 
amortized over the period of lease. 

(e) In the case of obsolescence of assets due to 
technological advancement. additional 
amounts are written-off as depreciation based 
on re-sale value. 

5. Inventories: 

(a) Stock of paper and other materials are valued 
at cost. 
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(b) stock of study materials, publications, 

JournaljBuUetins and auto cassttesaro 
valued at nominal cost of Re. 1 for items 
costing upto Rs. 50 and 5 for items 
costing above Rs. 50. 

6. Employees’ retirement and other benefits: 

(a) Contributon to Pension Fund Trust is 
made on the basis of actuarial' valuation. 

(b) Contribution to Gratuity Fund Trust is 
made ip accordance with the Group Gra¬ 
tuity Scheme with the Life Insurance 
Coporation of India. 

7. Interest: 

(a) Interest on investments is accounted for on 
accrual basis. 

(b) Interest on loan to employees is accounted 
for on'carir .basis and rto accrual thereof is 
created. 

(B) NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

1. The Institute has received exemption certificate 
dated 17-6-1997 under section 10f23(c)(iv) of the 
Income-Tax Act, 1961 upto the financial; year 
1996-97. In view of the expsefed renewal of the 
exemption under the said section, no provision* fon 
tax has been made in the accounts. 

2. Freehold land measuring 500 sq. yards allotted 
by the Haryana Urban Development Authority 
(HUDA) at Faridabad to Faridhbad Chaptw ofOhc 
Institute at Rs. 3.65 lacs could not be handed.over 
by HUDA due to some dispute in the title and the 
authorities had promised to allot alternative plot of 
land which had not been effected so far. Pending aJlot- 
raent of alternative site, a sum of Rs. 3.65 lacs paid 
till date (Rs. 3 lacs is reflected in Advances for piii> 
chase of land in the Institute’s books and Rs. 0.65 lacs 
in the books of the Chapter) continues to be included 
under Advances- 

3. Provision for property tax of Rs. 38.37 lacs (in¬ 
cluding Rs. 12.00 lacs for the previous years) has 
been made in the accounts in respect of building at 
Prasad Nagar on the basis of demand raised by the 
concerned authorities. The difference; if. any, between 
the amount provided and the payable, will be acjcounted 
for in the year when the matter is finally decided. 

4. Balance provision of Rs, 55.95 lacs (previous 
year Rs, 125 lacs) created in the previous yeaf for 
arrears of .salary and allowances has been retainedi'fo- 
wards probable increase in the statutorv contribution 
to Contributory Provident Fundi (CPF), pension; and. 
gratuity limits payable to the Trusts. 

5. An amount of Rs. 6,04.773,80, paid to OTIS... 
for lift at Prasad Nagar building, continues to be'' 
shown as advance in the fixed assets schedule since 
the same has not vet become operationaPfbr'wanit of 
permanent electricity connection.. 

6 Following'- pa^' practice, closing* inventories - (?f 
publiGationsjstudy materials have been; as a prudent 
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measiue, evaluated at nominal values since the piub- 
lication|study materials have no value except to the 
students and that too only when purchased. 

7. Hitherto leave encashment was accouitted for on 
payment basis. Commencing from this year it has been 
decided to account for the same on accrual basis. 
Consequently the Income & Expenditure Account has 
an additional charge of Rs. 12.00 lacs with consequen¬ 
tial impact on the liabilities! provisions. 

8. In resspect of Pune Chapter’s building costing 
Rs. 6,02,738, the ICSI has entered into an agreement 
to sell, handed over possession and received full sale 
consideration there against. The profit on disposal 
thereof amounting to Rs. 2,17,212 has been credited 
in the Income & Expenditure Account and capital 
profit amounting to Rs. 8,80,050 transferred to Capital 
Reserve Account even though conveyance deed in 
respect of the same has not yet been executed. 

9. To meet the cost of the construction and other 
related expenditure for the ‘Centre for Corporate Re¬ 
search & Training’ (CCRT) at New Mumbai the 
Institute has advanced sums aggregating to 
Rs. 2,16,69,013 upto 31st March, 1998 
(Rs. 95,69,833 upto 31st March, 1997) excluding 
cost of land contributed by ICSI, which has been 
reduced from “Scientific Re-search Project fCCRT) 
Reserve Account” and Loans & Advances respectively 
being contra entries. The actual cost incurred to date 
aggregatina to Rs. 2,69,70,376 is included under Ad¬ 
vances fWork-in-Progress) and shown in the Fixed 


Assets Schedule. This adjustment as referred to above 
however has no impact on the accounts of the Institute. 

10. Difference of Rs. 2,00,128 as between the 
balance shown in the Statement of Accounts sub¬ 
mitted by the WIRC when compared with balance 
as pet General Ledger (the figure as per General 
Ledger for advance to WIRC being more) is under 
reconciliation for effecting necessary correction thereof 
This is however not expected to have any impact cn 
the surplus of the year. 

11. Pending formulation and recognition of a Volun¬ 
tary Retirement Scheme, a sum of Rs. 50 lacs set 
apart from out of the surplus for the year under the 
proposed Voluntary Retirement Scheme fVRS) to 
provide for voluntary retirement payment is carried 
under Provisions. 

12. In regard to computers, additional provision of 
Rs. 3,23,295 has been made during the year to cover 
the loss due to obsolescence of assets owing to techno¬ 
logical advancement. 

13. Balances outstanding in advances recoverable 
accounts, loaps to Regional Councils|Chap(er;s are 
subject to confirmation. 

1-1. Previous years’ figures have been regroupedj 
rearranged wherever necessary to compare with 
current year’s figures. 

15. The accounts of the Regional Councils and 
Chapters have not been consolidated as per past 
practice. 
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
